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PREFACE. 



On pree^Kting to the public another Manual of Familj Prayer, ixi 
addition to the many which are already in existence, I deem it necea^ 
sary to make some apology ; as, without explanation,, some might 
think the present work unnecessary or useless. It is with feelings 
of the highest respect and esteem for many of the authors of former 
manuals, that I bring before the Public the present one ; desiring no 
more than that it may be found acceptable amongst others, without 
detracting in the least from their merits. 

Many and urgent reasons have for a long time weighed with me 
in taking the present work in hand. The very general omission of 
all the excellent prayers of our Church — ^the want of rissponses or 
prayers repeated by all the worshippers — ^the length of the devotions, — 
and the absence of anything like a systematic reading of the Scrip- •* 
tures, — seemed to me the chief defects in our present system of 
family worship. It has been therefore my earnest aim and endea- 
vour, in the present work, to rectify these evils; and thus to 
promote hearty, sincere, and united worship amongst the Christian 
families of this land,— with daily instructLon ixOTJL^'^^^^i^«^^"^^^^ 
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of Qod, which has been given us to be a " lamp unto our feet, and a 
light unto our paths." 

Besides a manual of prayers for five weeks, with a calendar of daily 
Scripture lessons throughout the year — special prayers and lessons 
have been added for the diifferent holy days and seasons appointed 
to be observed by our Church ; as I hold it essentially right that 
amongst all members of Christ's Church catholic on earth, the true 
spirit and tone of religion inculcated by that branch of it to which 
they belong, should pervade the thoughts, feelings, and worship of 
every member of it. Care has also been taken to provide special 
prayers for the var^mig circumstances and vicissitudes of life which 
occur so often amongst families — thus drawing them into constant 
communion with their Heavenly Father, and imploring His blessing 
and help at every turn of their daily life. The collects, and other 
portions of the liturgy of our Church, have been extensively used in 
the present work, followed each day by some special prayer, suitable 
to the wants and necessities of a Christian household. The Lord's 
prayer has been, in many cases, omitted, — especially on Sundays; — 
as the constant, and perhaps too frequent use of it, is often calculated 
to make its repetition formal and cold, and to lead to an utter for- 
getfulness of its solemnity and depth of meaning. Versicles and 
responses have been inserted in many places, with prayers — in italics, 
to' be read bt/ all cmemhled ; (for which purpose small copies of this 
work will be extensively provided ;) that thus united and attentive 
worship, may be promoted amongst oZZ, according to the custom of 
oxa Church in her public services. 
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While an advocate for forms of prayer in general , I wish most 
sincerely to deprecate all imnecessary forms and ceremonies in the 
worship of God. Where the leader of family or other devotions haa 
the gift of eloquence and power, extempore prayer may be fully as 
warm and earnest as any liturgy can be; this however is so seldom the 
case, that a simple form of worship, of a sufficiently various nature to 
avoid monotony, and sufficiently short to prevent weariness or inat» 
tention, will geTverally be found more conducive to true spiritual 
worship acceptable unto our Heavenly Father. 

In conclusion, I most earnestly desire the God of all grace and 
glory to bless this work to the welfare of His people ; that they may 
daily know more of His blessed Word, — daily be convinced, more and 
more of their own helplessness and sin, through the work of His Holy 
Spirit,— daHy learn to breathe and trust in the atoning merits and 
righteousness of our Saviour Jesus Christ, — and daily be enabled (by 
seeking grace from above) to show forth good works, as the fruits 
of a living faith in Him ; to the honour and praise of His name, " who 
gave HimseK for us, that He might redeem us from all iniquity, and 
purify imto Himself a peculiar people, zealous of good works.
